ANOTHER GREAT SEPTEMBER GALE,

Disastrous Hurricane and Flood in New
England—8Sad Loss of Life and Im-
mense Destruction of Property
Houges TUnroofed and

Blown Down, and Ves-
sels Bent Adrift,

Fte., Fae., Etle,, Ete., Eer

The Gale v Hhode Islnnd,

Frem the Providenee Jovrnal of peaterday snoring,

We weore vigited yesterday afternoon by a foar-
s Tal gale, which, although of short duration, cansed
{an lmmense destruction of proporty and sad
{ logs of life. The weather had been fitfal and
[unml'fy all day, with min ot intervals, About
the wind Inereazed to o burricane,
from the southeast, and for rn hour sproad
bavoe nnd devastation on every side.  Old eltl-
yeng who recollect the Ygreat gule” of 1815, tell
uk that the foree of wind yosterdoy seemed fully
equal to that remarkable tempest, the only
difference being In the duration of the storm.
The tide fortunntely was out when the gale com-
menced its severity; but the wind sent the
surges 1 throngh the Great Bridge with the ra-
pidity of a torrent.

For more than an hour the tide rose a foot
every ten minutes, until, three hours before the
time for high tide, the water stood within a few
inches of the floor of the horse railrond depot
on Weybosset bridge. At this thne the wind
shifted to the westward, and abuted its fory, and
soon the flood began to subside. Had the gale
continued another bhour at its highest fores, we
see no renson why the water would not have
touched as high a point ns at the great flood of
18156, As it happily proved, the tide eame no
nearer than about six feet of that famons high
water mark. '!'h(:!g:\lc yesterday coutinued about
one hour; that in 1815 continued its fearfol
severity for three hours. We fear that the
losa of life yesterday wns much more serious
than in the previons gale. We have the record
of several fatal casnaltics, nmd hear of others
not yet authentiented, 'The loss of property has
ulso been very great. Every citizen gnflers in
the loss of hundreds of beautifal trees in the
the streets: while searcely o garden or orehuard
has eseaped. The loss in boildings is large, and
much perishable merchandise has been sub-
merged and ruined. The reports from the grow-
ing crops in the country round abont we may be
sure will be a sad one: and we shall look with
dismal forebodings for news from those who wo
down to the gea in ships, Our accoupts embrace
little beyond our own Immediste vicinity. The
telegraph is entirely prostrated in every direc-
tion, Bince 4 o'clock vesterday afternoon not a
signal hag been received from anywhere, and
much labor must be reqgnisite to restore the
ample communication with the great world
which we huave heretofore enjoyed.

The Gale In the City of Providence.

The tide rose very rapidly frowm 4 to 5 o'clock,
when the gale was at the highest, and goon after
5 it overflowed the wharves and tilled the cellars
on Dyer street, and the other buildings and
stores as far up as Weylosset streot, the Hood
increasing every mement and extending from
the wharves nearly to Broad strect on Dorraucee,
and overflowing the large arean from Market
syquare to the Rhode Island Bleachery, just below
the serew factory and the Providence Muachine
Company’s works, extending westward to Eddy
gtreet and overflowlng thot for most of the dis-
tance, until the wind lulled, at about 6 o'clock,
and at hali-past 6 the water began to recede and
fell rapidly from that time, although it was not
high water until quarter past 9. Of course, the
damage in this district was Immense, of which
we con give unI?' a partinl account or estimate
this evening. All perishable goods In the cellars
of the warehousces were ruined, the strects were
washed and gullied In many places, the build-
ings on the wharves at the coal-yards nond the
wgarves. too, were more or less injured; every-
thing that would float was washed away or
moved from itg place. The large platforms of
the coal-scales were tlonted ofi and ladged on
Dyer and Dorrance strocts, and all the streets in
that vicinity were more or less sirewn with the
wrecks and deliris of the gule.  The employes ol
the lomber and coal-yards were very busy re-
moving the horses from the stables, all of which
were saved, though some hod to swim a short
distance to reach a safe place. Chimneys were
blown down, housca unroofed, und trees up-
rooted, In this vielnity, as well as all other pares

l of the city: the instances aré so numerous that

we can only make this generid allusion to it at
this time,

On the east side the water renched the lime in
the storehounse om George W, Hall & Co.'s
wharf, where some 150 barrels were stored, and
the lime slucked aod set the building on fire.
which was oom put out by steamer No. 2, with-
out greatly damaging the Lullding, uund the
balance of the lime was then removed. The
larger part of the east wall, above Weeden's
bloek, of the new Atlantic Insurance Co.’s block,
corper of Exchange and Westinister streets,
fell about 414 o'clock, with a loud crash, and
crushed in about forty feet of the roof of
Weeden's Wock, vearly ruining Odd Fellows'
Hall in the upper story, The Odd Fellows lose
about §1500.

The freight depot of the Hartford, Providence,
and Fishk{ll Rallroad Company wus complataly
blown down about 4 o'clock, There were three
men in the depot at the time, and one of them,
Mr. D. B, Fisher, the night watchipan, was con-
siderably, though not dangeronsly injured. The
depot was of brick, and of the greater portion of
the line of the south wall, there is nothing left
but the granite foundation. Three cars and

¢ some freight were In the depot, and are consi-
derably damaged.

Part of the rool and fourth story of Mossrs.
Rose & Walker's tannery under the brow of
Fedoral Hill was Wown over about half past 4
in the afternoon; aud the one-story hidelhouse
wag nlso demolished. Mr. Walker and three
uthers were in the attle of the building, and {our
men were In the hidehouse at the time of the
wecident, but none of them were Imyured.  Mr.
Rose estimnted the damage to the buildings and
stock at from #8000 1o #10,000.

We are especially sorry 1o aunonnee that the
rool of the Home for Aged Women was tukon
oft, and much domoage done. The Hutehlnson
Family were at that time in the home dellghting
the old lndies with their plonsant songs,  Jost
ng ope of the gragified old ledies bhoad asked L
hear the Hutebinson Family song, the crash
CaIe.

wo boys were covered with the falling Uricks
und mortar; one of them, named Henry Shanley,
recelved a componnd fracture of the pelvis and
some severe flesh wounds, and 15 in o critical
sondition.

The roofs of the towers on the Stewnart Stroet
Baptist Church werc blown off, One landed on
the new Bt Stephen’s Chureh bullding, The
other wos carrled with great force across High
street, taking in ita course u portion of the roof
of Mr. N, F. Potter's house, and landiug in the
front window of W llloughh;‘a dry goods store.

A young girl, l?sed uhout fourteen, was thrown
down by the gale, on Valley street, Olneyville,
and 50 ly injured that she lived buga few
momen“ 3 Wuf(‘ﬂo l‘ i‘m mpﬂﬂod Lh‘;

another young girl was erushed and killed by a
tree which fell upon her, and that o man was
Killed by falling or being blown from o house,
both in Olneyville, also: but we were unable to
learn the names of either of the parties. The
Union Railroad Company has suffered soverely.
The car housa at the Cranston Print Works was
partinlly  demolished, Injuring  three  curs.
Abont "\i\t_\-' feet of the barn ot Elmwood wis
blown off: and the Bouth Providence barn was
nlgo partially uoroofed.  ‘Travel was much
impeded by  the broken treos,  and
thiree ears were left out all nlght, hecanse of thls
embargo.  The cotton will of Hon. James Y
Smith, in Elmwood, was partinlly unroofed, and
n frightened girl jumped from a second story
window and was badly spraied.

A boy nnmed Hoghes was killed near the
Bristol Rallrond ¢||']m|, Fox Point, by n gate or
fence belvg blown down upon him. A an
numed Murty Sullivan wns severaly injured ot
the same time. John Bhehan, a an residing on
Fromomt strect, was struck by o falling ehim-
ey, und so badly injured that there is livle hopo
ol his recovery,

A honse on Bellevne avenoe, owned by Hel-
lows Bros., and lntely erocted ot a oost of 30000,
waug completely demolishied. There were four
men engnged loshide the milding when it was
blown down, One of the men, John G, Clark,
waus crushed by the fulling in of the rool, and
very badly Injored in the spine.  He can hardly
recover.  Ezrn Walker, employed st Horace
French's paint shop on Benetlt street, while at-
tempting to shut a large outside door in the
sccond story of the building, was taken, togellior
with the door, by the wind, hurled Into an wd-
ioining  vard, and severely, it not fatally, in-
Jured, e was about thirty-five or Lorty yours
of age. Corneling wnd George Mahoney, fatlicr
and son, No. 61 Froot street, were severely in-
jured by the blowing down of a burn halonging
to the former. A portion of the building fell
upon them. rendering them insensible fora time.
1he father recelved several broises and gnite
severe contusions, but escaped without any hones
Lelng roken. The son, George, wis the most
severely injored.

Atwo and one-half story wooden tenement
house on Republican strect, near the railroad
bridge on Atwell's avenue, owned by Dr. New-
hall, was blown entirely from its foundations,
and lies on the ground o complete wreek . The
kouse was oceupled by three tamiilies, thongh at
the time of the Jall only one woman was in the
house. She was considerably hurt by the alling
plagtering, thongh how seripusly we did not
aecertain. A portion of the tower of the Catho-
He churceh, on High street, was carried off.,

That portion of the spireof the Chesnnt Street
Methodist |':l|'|~1'||i|‘|1 clinreh above the clock
wns blown down, carrying two faces of the
clock (which stopped at five exnctly), and lell
on the roof of the church, breakiong it in, and
then on to the roof of a shed in the rear of W, H.
Gireene'’s drug store, which it crushed. A por-
tion of the roof of the Central Baptist Chureh,
on Broad street. was blown off.

There were scores of roofs torn feom bulld-
ings, and a Targe number of persons injured, in
addition to those we have mentioned, but a want
of spnce limits to these extracts only,

The Commotion In the Harbor of Providence.

During the helght of the gale the vessels were
in great danger, and it appeared almost impossi-
ble for gome of them to escape =hipwreck, but
fortunately no lives were lost that we have heard
of, and no very serious damage wins done to the
vessels. The little steamer Adela was coming
up, and was blown into Hill's wharf and made
fust to a schooner. just in time to save
her  from  golng  ashore, The schooner
Lizzle Major broke adrift from the
lower ferry wharf, and drove against
the schooner Harmonia at the Worcester Rail
roud wharf, staving in her stem and carrying
away davite, and doing other injury, and losing
her own jib-boom; schooner Nellie Treat broke
adrift, ran atoul of other vessels, lost jib-boom
and davits: schooners Annu Shepard, Helen Mar,
and British schooner Britannia, were all adrift,
wfoul, and received more or less damage; the
Helen Mar raninto the stern of schooner (George
Fales, and both were hadly chafed: schooner
Paragon hroke from her anchorage aod drifted
afonl of the other vessels in the stream; schoener
C. . Brooks, Iying at Gas Compuny's wharf,
west side, broke from hier moorings and fouled
with other vessels, receiving considerable in-
inry.

Iie steam tog Charlotte and Teabelln arrived
up from below abont 7 o'cloek, and reported
secing a sloop go ashore on Conimicut Polnt and
break to pieces, and two schovners ashore
between Gaspee and Field's Point, but could not
gscertain the names of cither vessel.  There are
indefinite rumors of other vessels belog ashore
below, of which we bave yet recelved no au-
thentle account,

A man from the schooner M. B. Mahoney,
from Baltimore,bound for this port, reports that
his vessel fell in with a schooner outward bonnd
afl Field's Foint vesterdoy afternoon, about 4
o'clock, fiving & flag of distress, His captain,
he states, sent 4 boat o the distressed vessel,
when It wae learncd that her commaunder, whose
name we are unable to learn, as well as the
name of the schooner, was struck on the head
during the gale by the “jib block,” which Inid
open his skull for several inches. The Injured
man fellunder the blow, and up to the time ol our
informant's departure for this city in quest of
sturgienl uld, e had shown no sigos of life.

Incidents.

Many cases of narrow escapes und of =light
personnl injury are related, which we cannot
this morning porticularize. One old man was
blown down and his head came under the wheels
of a Pawtucket horse-car, which was stopped
just in thne to save his lfe, but he was Ladly
brnjsed. A woman had a chlld blown from her
srme down an embankment
but it wus picked up by & young mun and re-
turned to the mother withont great apparent
injury.

The MHurrienne In Pawtnelkety, Conn,

The fearful storm of wind and raln of yestor-
duy did a lurge smount of damsge in this vil-
lage,  The sieeple of the Universalist ehureh on
High streot, from the bhell deck upwards, was
blown over, aod in its fall erushed in a portion
of the rool of the house of Mrs. Willimm Perry,
which udjolns the churel: the Inmates of the
houge recelved warning soon enough to vacate
it before the steeple lell, and escaped uniojured.
I'he remains of the steeple (11 M. Porry's
yurd, and nre o shoapeless masg of roins. The
bedl, in ies fall, sirpek one of the front corners
ol the roof of the chinrel, crushing thut in, and
landed In the chureh yard rlght side up.

The steeple of the Central Faolls Conerega-
tional Church was blown off level with thie root,
and is o totad wreek, The machine shop of Col-
lins Brothers, near the old bridge In Central
Falls, is entirely demolished. The building was
wlong one, and two stories in helght; the wind
blew the walls apart and the roof fell between
them, burving materlids, machinery, ote., in
ceneral confusion. The inmates, who had heen
ot work io the shop, succecded in getting ot in
stagon Lo prevent personn illjuricw: AL the
High Strect Baptist Chureh, now building, the
wind tore away the staging and moved both of
the towers <o uch as to leave them consldera-
bly ont of place, sod in o bent position.

1 he Disuster in Boston School-houses, Clhiurch
sieeplen, and Trees Blown Over,

Correspondence  from Boston, dated yester-
day, enye;— ,

One of the severest gales ever known i Bos-
ton visited this clty yesterday, und extended for
miles In every direetion. Chimneys, awnings,
sign-bourds, branches of trees, and n'luta wire
flying in our siréete in snch quantities that it
was unsafe to travel, and not a few accldents
occurred. The bulk of the rain which fell came
very fortunately when the tide was low, or the
inundation of the cellars In the low part of the
city wonld have beon great. In severnl districts
In rear gardens, and In the suburbs, apple, r,
und peach trees were stripped of their fruit,
snd o damoege of many thousends of dollars wias

Destruction of the Collacnm,

Amoug the tirst buildings to suffer in the city
ropor was the Collseuny, shortly after 6 o'cloik
Ar. Wilson, the man in charge of the structure,

arsisted by two boys, went to check, if possible,
the strenm of water which was pouring in upon
the organ ntthe east end. At that tilme he px-
pected momentarily that the wind would forve
the windows In, snd was heditating whethor to
longer remain benesth the roof, e, however,
concluded that he would lock the ligfore
leaving, and was just procecding o do 50 when
the cast end gave way with o tremendous erfash,

Almost mnmedintely after, the suddo rush of
air which followed demolished the od wnd
the larger portion of the roof, with the exception
of n small l[rn't in the centre, which, althonvh
conslderably damaged, remained standing.  The
wills were somewhat stratoed. slthongh retain
ing thelr original position.  Fortunately M
Wilsom and the boys escaped without injur
At the time of the falling of the roof, and for
gome time after, it wne almost iimpossible for a
puereon to appronch the buliding, as the stronyg
wind that prevalled in many enses 1ifred men
[rom their leet, and in severil Instances men ro-
ceived slight bruises from fdylng tmbers and
boards, which were hurled thvough the alr at a
frightiul pace, Berkeley street in many cases belng
plled bigh with the delitis,  The news of its fuli
did not spread very rapidly, ond late in the
evening only o smull erowd Bad collected in the
Immedinte vicinlty,  The organ bullt by the
Mesere, Hook, and used during the Pence Ju-
bilee, proves an entire loss; the big dram is ron-
dered worthless; i the remuining part o the
buliding is in such n eondition as to require im-
maodiate palling down.  The decorstions, which
have remained o it sinee the Jubilee, were alan
ruine ), nmd the owners, Moessps, James & Soaps,
sustain o beavy loss. 18 unexpected demolition
will also prevent the intended  disposition ol it
after the fashion of the Croshy Opera House,

Soon after the tall of the Colisegm rumors of
injuries Lo yarious persons became rife. It came
te the ears of Mr. Granville M. Clark, Hvine ut
No. 18 Bt. James avenue, that o boy had been
hurt, and he went out to render assistance if it
wus possible. Visitorg to the Collsewmn during
Jubilee week will remember o long, heavy plank
walk runuing throngh St Junes avenue to the
Coliseum. Over this Mr. Clark was pursuing his
way when o territie gust of wind lifted a seetion
of 1t om which he wasstanding as high as o lamp-
post, and, filllng, came upon the vanfortunate
man, striking Lim upon the bead and ernshing his
gkull. The incident was witnessed by parties in
the Collseum, and hastening out, they took the
nolortunate man inte the bublding Assistunce
wus sent for to the policesstation, amd o litter
wis sent over with o view of bearing him to the
hogpital, but eére it arvived e bad been recowr-
nized and taken home, where he shortly after-
ward died, without lor & moment regainiog con-
scionsness,  The nuwber of other personsl in-
Juries was remarkably smudl, consldering the
weneral  destructiveness ol the storm.  Mr.
Nathan Morris was stroek by o sign and
severely imjured about the heand. Another won-
tleman was hurt in a simllar manner,

The Gale in the Harbor,

The gale in the harbor was one of the most
terrific that has been experienced here tor thirty
years, and the fact that o very serions danger
was done to the shipping was owing to its short
duration and from its ocenrrénce on the ebb
tide. Had it occurred at high water there would
have Leen very serious loss 1o property on shore
and afloat, but the greatest foree of the wind
fortunately prevailed av low tide, which conse-
quently lessened the danger and removed any
apprehension of injury to goods exposed on the
wharves aud insome of the warehouses. The wind
in the carly part of the afternoon was {resh from
the southeast in the bay, changing afterward to
south, at which point it blew the hardest. But
o few vessels were entering the harbor on the
approach of the storm, and they were soon
umit.',ud to take in all thelr canvas and run for a
secure anchornge.  The inner harbor being
more exposed to a southeast gale than if the
wind blew from any otlier quarter, a short time
only clapsed before a heavy, rouch sen was
rolling over the waters, the gale blowing in
nearly a direct line from South Boston ths
towards East Boston. The air was filled with
the flying seud, and the white caps of the waves
as they rolled across the harbor were taken up
and sent fiying in every direction. The seene
was one of grandeur, not unmixed with fear,
for the elements seemed rising to their fall
power to do the work of destruetion, As the gale
continued to rise the vessels moored In the gtream
began to stremgtben their ground-tackle. and
additional anchors were thrown out to with-
stond the increasing violence of the gale, The
wind came in sndden gusts, with momentary
Tullg, which appeared only to give fresh vigor to
the blast that tollowed. It was soon apparent
thut nuchors would not hold on much longer,
and the vessels exposed (o the full force of the
gale began to drift from their moorings up
stream. The Imminent danger of collision
prompted the officer of the United States reves
nue tug Hamlin to put off to the rescne of some
of them, but sfter three Ineffectual efforts
render assistance slie returned, it having been
found impossible to do anyibing, owing to the
| violenceof the gale and the ditficulty of approsach-
| ing the drifting vessels with thefr chining running
| out in every direction. About a dozen vessels
| were at one time dragging their anchors
and drifting up stream before terrific gusts ol
wind, which swept everything before it. Many
vessels were more or less Ionjured, and there
were not o few miraculous escapes. The Navy
Yard suffered considerably from the storm. A
tmilding ontside of the priveipal entrance on
Water street was unrooted, and the materials
were thrown into the yard in a very promiscuous
wanner, the sentry barvely cseaping by sticking
to his box., Two chlneys on the first bullding
in the yard fell, breaking through the roof.
Several large trees were broken down near the
Commandant’s office and the barracks, The roof
and =ide of the ship house in the yard woere
blown down

The Fecling Among the Miners,

Says the New York 2hads” correspondent :-

une other fact must be racorded, There are ot hers
of these mines that have no separate air-holes, there
are thonsands of miners who have but the one ave-
nue of escape from threatening davgers ; and death
Inrks everywhere in the haunts of industry in ol
this teeming region,

The miners know all this, and iave known it all
for years, but probably have now for the first time
fully realised the fall fmport of these terrible facts,
Hence the fecling they bhave manifested since Mon-
Uuy |18 excusable, If not justiiable. They are as o
boddy morose, irritable, almost savago aud dangerons,
For the time, capital has no 1ights that labor |8
bound to respect, and the miners everywhere are ab-
jolate moastn s, They take possession of the trains
on all the vailvoads, and they are dietators at the
seene of the disaster, Mr., Rhodes, the Sherilt of
Luzerne connty ; Mr. Wadhams, the acting Coroner;
Mr. Storrs, the representative of the owners, secin
to be puppets In thelr hands, The minerd are for
the time the law, They are not utterly without res-
gon, And s yet have made no extravagant demuands,
but [t is plain to see that they do not intend to ullow
the least shrinking from the fullest investigation of
the disnster.

An instance or two will show exactly how these
men fell,  When the heap of bodies was discovereil
in the gangway, the first reached, with one exoep-
tion, was that of Evan Hughes, the “inside boss:" (¢
wis passed by many thues and wos not touched
nntil many of the bodies more remote had been
pleked np and carried by it A party of correspon-
dents of the press from distant cities essayving to
enter the ine for the purpose of gaining intelligence
were met with a torrent of abuse, and only sccom-
plished their purpose at a great personal nazard, Coro-
ner Wadhams, attempting to show o party of gentle-
men the tunnel, was driven from t8 month by the
miners, and himsell and party assailed as “paper-
collar wretohes,”" A decent suit of clothes, or more
properly a dress showing the wearer to bhe some-
thing else than & miner, seemed enough 1o provoke
the wrath of these poor [(ellows, who have been an-
manued Ly the horror that had come upon their
comrades, and the perils sarrounding themselves,
There will, of course, be some subsidence of the pre-
#eNT bitterness, but the Wwost sanguine anticlpate
that the inquest, which will commence on Saturduy,
will be marked with extreme earnsstness at least.

Among the Families of the Dend,
